“It was a circus!"? One might have 
said it at Christ Church Parish House 
on ~Tuesday evening without being 
accused of lapsing into slang, Unlike 
most circuses every feature mentioned 
in the advance advertising actually 
materialized.

There is the sweet-faced Mrs. Coade, 
the only member of Lob’s house party 
who was so satisfied with her life that 
she did not long for a second chance;

Farming Preserved in Pictures 


Some crank on literary speculation 
once said that if every copy of the Bible 
and every copy of Shakespeare in exist- 
ence were destroyed, it would be pos- 
sible the next day to reproduce them, 
letter perfect, from the memory of men 
andwomen. Probably he would depend 
almost wholly on the’“‘mental storage” 
of ministers and“attors. Following out 
the analogy, it is hardly too much to say 
that if all knowledge of agriculture were 
blotted out of the minds of men to-mor- 
row, it would be possible to reconstruct 
good agriculture from the pictures inthe 
possession of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The Section of Illustrations turned 
out, during the last fiscal yéar, 181,000 
pieces of photography. The subjects 
ranged from organisms so small that 
they had to be photographed through a 
high-power microscope, to fumigation 
tanks large enough to admit a whole 
train of freight cars at once; from a 
fever tick fastened to the hide of a cow 
to magnificent stretches of forest and 
pasture caught from the tops of high 
mountains. And the Séction of Illus- 
trations has been at work for 21 years. 
It has notconfined itself to photography, 
either. It works with the pencil and the 
crayon almost as much as with thecam- 
era. It is not doing all this work, let it 
be understood, on the far call of rebuild- 
ing agriculture if it should be destroyed, 
but for the purpose of instructing the 
public, day,by day, in the art of better 
farming. ~ 

All these pictures are used in educa- 
tional work”of ‘some kind. They are 
printed in bulletins, on leaflets, in news- 
papers; are shown directly to farmers 
and farmers’ wives by county agents, 
home-demonstration agents, and others; 
are displayed at fairs and other exposi- 
tions —in one way or another are 
brought to the attention of the people 
the country over who are interested in 
growing more and better food for the 
consumers of the country and in livin 
more comfortably and getting more ou 
of life for themselves while they are to4 
ing it. 


Washington Letter 


Washington, D. C.—With the railroad 
legislation out of the House of Repre- 
sentatives the session is practically over 
so far as other legislation is concerned 
and it matters not what is talked about, 
there will be no more legislation until 
the new session meets on the first of 
December. Upon that date the Presi- 
dent of the United States will be told 
of the convening of the second sessién 
of the Sixty-sixth Congress and it is an 
open quetsion at this time whether he 
will address the Congress on its second 
day in person or send a message as 
custom demanded until Mr. Wilson 
came into office. Not a few members of 
the Congress, and these are not con- 
fined to any single political party, would 
like to have the President send a message 
to Congress telling the country of some- 
thing that is really vital to each citizen. 
By this statement is meant let the 
country be informed as to the status of 
the various departments, the debt of the 
nation, and many matters of vital im- 
portance that for some years past have 
not even been mentioned. It is high 
time for the country to be informed as 
to what is really going on. This is a 
criticism made openly here now and the 
report is that such suggestions have 
been sent to the White House. 


Everyone will be interested in the re- 
port out this week from the office of 
Labor Statistics regarding the cost of 
living. The figures that are available 
show the cost of living still going up. 
The retail price of twenty-two articles 
of food products combined for which 
consumption weights are secured by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics increased 1 
per cent in the United States in August 
as compared with July, and 3 per cent 
as compared with December, 1918. 
Since last month (the present report 
being of October) the five cuts of beef 
show a slight decrease for the country as 
a whole, but in cases of individual cities 
there are several instances where an in- 
crease is shown. Of the total number of 
articles for which prices are obtained, 
18 for which comparison may be made 
for the year period, cost less in August 
than in July. Onions deelined 20 per 
cent; cabbage, 15 per cent; plate beef 
and lamb, 5 per cent each; chuck: roast, 
4 per cent; sirloin steak, round steak, 
and rib roast, 3 per cent each; bacon, 
flour, cornflakes, baked beans, canned 
corn, canned peas, and canned tomatoes, 
1 per cent each. Hens, cream of wheat, 
and bananas declined less than five- 
tenths of 1 per cent. Lard-was the same 
price in August as in July. 


Twenty-four articles increased in 
price since last month: Eggs and rice, 6 
per cent each; crisco, potatoes, and 
raisins, 4 per cent each; evaporated 
milk and fresh milk, coffee, and prunes, 
3 per cent each; pork chops, corn meal, 
butter, rolled oats, navy. beans, and 
sugar, 2 per cent each; canned salmon, 
oleomargarine, cheese, bread, macaroni, 
and oranges, 1 per cent each; ham, nut 
margarine, and tea show an increase of 
less than Ave-lteuthis uf 1 per cent. 

The increase of the 22 articles of food, 
combined, for the year period, August 
1918, to August 1919, was 12 per cent. 
Of the 28 articles for which prices for 
August 15, 1918, are given, 21 were 
higher than on August 15, 1919 than on 
the former date, the increase ranging 
from 60 per cent for prunes to 1 per cent 
for sirloin steak. Seven articles de- 
creased during this period. The articles 
increased included sirloin steak, round 
steak,'rib roast, chuck!roast, plate beef, 


— 


pork chops, bacon, ham, hens, flour, 
corn meal, eggs, butter, milk, bread, 
potatoes, sugar, rice, cheese, coffee and 
tea. 

The following figures are of startling 
size and deserve to be pondered over: 
During the six-year period, August 1913, 
to August 1919, the price of the 22 
articles of food as mentioned above 
show a 91 per cent increase in combined 
price. During this same period articles 
showing an increase of 100 per cent and 
over in price are: Ham, 100 per cent; 
bacon, 105 per cent; pork chops, 115 per 
cent; corn meal, 120 per cent; flour, 124 
per cent; lard, 161 per cent; and potatoes 
163 per cent. For years now there has 
been a steady increase in the cost of food- 
stuffs of all sorts and when it becomes 
fact based on Government statistics 
that potatoes have increased 163 per 
cent since 1913, well may the people ask 
what of the fuutre? The recent investi- 
gations of cost of living avail nothing 
except bad figures, but something must 
be done at once in order to still the 
weary customer. There is danger at 
this time of a consumers’ strike and even 
now steps are being taken to organize 
a nation-wide consumers’ strike with 
the end in view of drawing fire from 
some one. Congress has taken note of 
the many disturbances in the country 
and while nothing has been done di- 
rectly as to cause and effect, records are 
being made for future use. It was sug- 
gested that the President in the next 
message to Congress devote some time 
to the cost of living problem. The in- 
formation as to the inside of depart- 
ments as well as markets would make 
mighty interesting reading these trouble- 
some days.

Food Held in Cars at Markets 


Using refrigerator cars for storage 
houses at freight terminals is holding 
back perishable foodstuffs from city mar- 
kets and causing losses to grower and 
consumer, according to investigators of 
the Bureau of Markets, United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


A recent report on cars held at 
terminals made by a_ refrigerator 
car line shows that 67 cars were held 
an average of 4.37 days at Chicago, 
while figurés on 36 cars at Denver show 
an average delay in unloading of 6.36 
days. Assuming that these figures hold 
at other markets and that the average 
time for a refrigerator car to make a 
round trip is about 20 days, it is pointed 
out that such delays would decrease the 
available supply of refrigerator cars by 
about 25 per cent. This, in the face of 
a present inadequate supply of refriger- 
ator cars, is hampering the movement of 
perishable products from an acreage in 
excess of that of past years. 

While the railroad administration is 
using every effort to remedy the situa- 
tion and much can be done to increase 
the supply of refrigerator cars through 
speedier unloading, it is pointed out that 
the supply will still be inadequate and 
that it is not being increased by new 
cars at a rate to give much relief.. The 
acreage of perishable crops is increasing 
each year, making it more imperative 
that adequate cold-storage terminals be 
constructed for temporary storage so 
that receivers can immediately unload 
refrigerator cars upon arrival at mar- 
kets and send them back to the shippers.

Saturday, Nov. 22—Lawrence con- 
tinues to hold a high place among the 
cities of the country for its low death 
rate. In the latest compiled statistics 
this city ranks third among the cities 
of the country with a population of 
100,000 or more, and is sixth among all 
Massachusetts cities and town reporting 
regardless of population.

For 
many years he was in the dry goods 
business.——George Ainsworth, the old- 
est mill operative in this city, is now on 
the retired list of the American Woolen 
company after eighty-two years of ser- 
vice as a mill operative. He is ninety- 
two years of age, and though retired, 
he will draw his full pay as usual.——

in the City Hall next Tuesday evening 
at 7.30 o’clock under the auspices of 
the American Mutual Liability In- 
surance Company. In addition to the 
community singing there will be an en- 
tertainment program.

New Industry for Southern Girls 


The making of Muscadine grape 
products is to be a new home industry for 
Southern club girls, if plans now being 
made by the home-demonstration agents 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture and State agricultural col- 
leges in the South are fulfilled. 

Muscadine grapes are native to all the 
Southern coast states, and they consti- 
tute the bulk of the grape crop in that 
territory. Until recently, however, little 
use has been made of them, as the fresh 
grapes cannot bé shippéd successfully. 
When a Mascadine grape is ripe enough 
for table use it falls from the stem. 

During the last decade much experi- 
menting relative to these grapes’ growth 
and use has been done on the North 
Carolina experiment station farm at 
Willard. For the purpose of spreading 
this information a seminar was held at 
Willard the second week in September. 
At this meeting were district-extension 
agents from the states where Muscadine 
Shapes grows plentifully. The week’s 
course of instruction was for the’ purpose 
of preparing the home-€tonomic .work- 


ers.to teach the: women and girls of the 


South the culture of these grapes and the 
manufacture of marketable products 
from them. Afternoons were spent in 
the vineyards, studying the different 
varieties, their care, and methods of 
pruning. Morning hours were devoted 
to the making of the grape juice, which 
is a particularly attractive looking and 
tasting drink of amber color, and to the 
utilization of the by-products from the 
juice in the preparation of vinegar, jelly, 
pastes, marmalades, sauces and catsups. 

Cuttings will be given to the Southern 
club girls for prizes in localities where the 
grapes do not gtow at present, and in- 
struction on the making of salable grape 
products will be furnished the girls in all 
the coast states this coming year. 


American Canning Spreads 


Not only will the French people profit: 
by the lessons in home canning and dry- 
ing which have been given their agricul- 
tural leaders this summer by canning 
experts of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, but Syrians, Egyptians, 
Armenians, snd Algerians, as well, are to 
learn American food-preservation meth- 
ods. The French Government arrang- 
ed so that all its agriculatural leaders 
and teachers could attend the demon- 
strations which were given at Grignon 
by the Americans. Beside the French 
men*and women who took the course, 
the woman in charge of a large Govern- 
ment school in Algeria, two men from 
Syria, and two from Egypt attended the 
lectures. The Algerian teacher, in ad- 
dition to the regular demonstrations and 


pratice periods, took extra work outside. 
She will teach home canning and drying 
in Algeria this year. 

One of the man from Syria who was a 
student at the canning course is a doctor 
of science and a director of the observa- 
tory in Syria. The other is supervisor of 
all the Jesuit missions in Syria and Ar- 
menia. They plan to introduce the work 
to Syria and Armenia. The two men 
from Egypt had just graduated from 
college and were ready to leave for their 
home in Cairo when the canning demon- 
strations began. They became so in- 
terested that they potsponed their de- 
parture and attended all the lactures. 
They also asked for instruction in county 
agent organization. These Egyptians 
hope to come to America in the near 
future and study American extenion 
methods. 


The work in France will not stop with 
the return of the American teacher , for 
the leaders who took the course will 
teach the French people home canning 
this fall and the Amerian committee for 
devastated France is taking up the work. 
A bulletin on canning has been written 
by the American home economic workers 
for the use of the French Government.

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Time for Common Sense 


Lawrence and its suburbs are facing 
a critical condition in connection with 
transportation service. We have had 
strikes and labor difficulties resulting in 
lessened service by the street railways 
on several different occasions, and much 
inconvenience has followed, but this is 
the first time that the strike has been 
on the part of the street railway com- 
pany itself. We believe that the public 
trustees now in control of the street 
railway service in this section are 
justified in the position they have taken 
in insisting that transportation service 
for this community must either be by 
street railway or the jitney, and the 
stopping of the cars brings this issue to 
a head. The unfortunate part of the 
situation is the doubt that many people 
must feel as to whether the public has 
sufficiently good judgment to make a 
wise determination in the issue. 

The jitneys are a real nuisance. They 
cumber the streets and operate in an ir- 
responsible manner as a constant hazard 
to the safety of the public and the con- 
venience of everybody else desiring to 
use the highway. To be sure, they are 
quick and their fare is no greater than 
that which one must pay on the street 
car, but this in turn is entirely due to 
the irresponsiblity of the character of 
service they render. They bear none of 
the burdens that the street railway must 
bear im providing fixed service at all 
times of day and night, with cars run- 
ning whether they are profitable or not. 
Most of them are without any proper 
license for carrying on their work, -and 
their present attitude of operating, even 
after such licenses as they do have have 
been withdrawn, indicates that they 
have no respect for law or order as such 
may relate to the transportation busi- 
ness. 

It will be a sorry day for.-Lawrence 
and its environs when there is no service 
left for transportation between the 
various points other than that provided 
by the irresponsible jitney. 

Recognizing this situation the trus- 
tees very naturally gave an ultimatum 
some time ago to the officials of the city 
of Lawrence, in which they said that on 
November 26th cars would be with- 
drawn if jitneys still were in operation. 
Unfortunately the city government of 
Lawrence has on altogether too many 
oceasions failed to appreciate wh»ot an 
actual o1dcr meaps, and in this case the 
result is a public seriously inconveni- 
enced, the street railway system still 
further under the ban of public opinion, 
‘and wider breach than ever between the 
opposing forces to secure the best 
possible .transportation service. We 
cannot get good transportation service 
from Lawrence to all the various 
localities that Lawrence is associated 
with, unless we restore first-class street 


railway service to this section. When

Incident of the South 


The Editor hopes to prepare a story 
of his recent Southern trip that may 
cover several chapters, and perhaps be 
of interest to the readers of the Towns- 
man, but press of other matters cannot 
allow such a story this week. He cannot 
refrain, however, from calling attention 
to two incidents that stand out so 
strikingly in connection with that trip. 

The first had to do with the remark- 
able interest which the public all over 
the United States has in the present 
chief executive of Massachusetts. One 
needed but to say that he was from 
Massachusetts to have faces light up, 
enthusiasm begin to stir, and outspoken 
praise follow. The attitude of Governor 
Coolidge in the stirring times associated

Hospitality is 
proverbial and it was unstinted and in- 
spiring as ever, but service was also 
inspiring because it was so different 
from some that we have been obliged to 
endure here in Massachusetts during 
the -last-few years....Previous..to. the 
organization of the telephone operatives 
in Massachusetts, service by those 
operatives was 100 per cent better than 
it is today. Travel anywhere one will in 
the South, and service by those same 
people is 200 per cent better, in courte- 
ous, interested and prompt action by 
everyone appealed to for a hurry call, for 
a long-distance call, and for informa- 
tion, than is the same service rendered 
here in Massachusetts. It is not pleas- 
ing to say this, but the difference is so! 
Jtiking that one cannot help wondering j 
whether the over-organization of tele- 
phone operatives in Massachusetts has 
not been the real reason why service 
today is at the lowest point of efficiency 
ever known in Massachusetts.

Twenty-seven percent of the money 
raised through the sale of these seals 
go to the Massachusetts Tuberculosis 
Association and the balance, seventy- 
three percent to the Public Health 
Committee of the local Red Cross 
Branch for Tuberculosis Work in An- 
dover, both from an active and educa- 
tional viewpoint. 

The amount turned over to the 
Massachusetts Tuberculosis League will 
be used solely in educational and per- 
manent work to aid in the crusade 
against the disease in Massachusetts. 
A permanent committee is to be ap- 
pointed for this district and a perma- 
nent secretary will be engaged to see 
that the money is efficiently used. 

The services of a specialist will be 
available for consultation, on condition 
only that he be accompanied by the 
person’s own physicians. The expense 
of the specialist’s services will be borne 
by the Association and if the person 
visited can afford to pay, the money 
will go towards the work of the asso- 
ciation : 

In order to raise the necessary $700.00 
Andover must buy about seyen times 
as many Xmas seals as ever before. 

This year’s campaign is being con- 
ducted vigorously for the purpose of 
reducing the death rate due to the 
ravages of tuberculosis. This rate up 
to the year of 1912 has shown a de- 
crease each succeeding year, but since 
that time has remained stationary.

Sistine Chapel Choir 


International interest centres about 
the visit to America of the four prin- 
ciples of the Sistine Chapel Choir who 
will appear, at the Colonial, Lawrence, 
December 14th. For sixteen centuries 
this holy body of choristers has been in 
existence, but never until now have any 
of the members been allowed to exhibit 
their art outside of Italy. The present 
tour of this country will remain a 
memorable event in the world’s musical 
history and it stands out as the most 
unique feature of our musical season. 

Founded during the Pontificate of 
Pope Sylvester, 314-337 A. D., as a 
choir to assist at the solemn services 
over which His Holiness officiated in the 
Vatican, the Schola Cantorum was the 
first body of choristers in the Christian 
era, and the Sistine Chapel Choir of 
today represents the culmination of 
an art made perfect by an uninterrupted 
line of choirs engaged in performing 
the highest and noblest in music through 
all these centuries.

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Medical Missions 


The missionary meeting on Thursday 
afternoon, November 20th, by the Wo- 
man’s Union of the South Church and 
led by Mrs. E. Victor Bigelow was 
unusually well attended. 

The speakers contrasted the advance 
madein Christian lands in the knowledge 
and practice of medicine with its mi- 
racles of modern surgery and up-to-date 
ideas on sanitation and disease preven- 
tion, with the attitude in non-Christian 
lands. toward disease and suffering 
which causes such a great need for 
medical missionaries especially women, 
who can exercise all their knowledge 
and skill in ministering to the sick and 
opening their hearts to the Christian 
message. 

Miss Anna W. Kuhn spoke on the 
great progress in the practice of medi- 
cine in the last seven decades made 
possible by. the use of anesthetics, the 
discovery of bacteria, the establishment 
of laboratories for research, and the use 
of the X-ray. ; 

Miss Johnson gave an account of 
the miracles which she had seen per- 
formed by plastic surgery when she 
served aS an army nurse in the Great 
War. Facial reconstruction is tre- 
mendously expensive, but by grafting 
of bone and skin, the use of glass eyes, 
false teeth, spermaceti and a compo- 
sition made of glycerine, formaldehyde 
and water, wonders can be accomplished. 
It was interesting to hear that patients 
returned from German prisons had 
been skillfully operated upon and had 
received excellent care.

GIRLS BUY $300 FUR COATS 
ON SALARY OF $15 A WEEK 


Extravagant Spending on Part of Thought- 
less People is Boosting the H.C.L. 


In these days when every 
thinking person from President 
Wilson down, is advocating that 
oe pene of this country be as 
t y as possible in their every- 
day living, the fact comes to 
light that many young people 
who have incomes sometimes as 
low as $15.00 per week are spend- 
ing their money foolishly and ex- 
travagantly for unneeded lux- 
uries, 

Four Years to Pay for Coats 

It was in Hartford, Connecticut, 
that a woman representative of one 
of the stores reported that she took 
orders for 250 fur coats from girl 
employees of one insurance company 
on a dollar a week basis. These 
coats cost from $125 to $300 and in 
this insurance office they were pur- 
chased by girls earning probably 
$15.00 a week or less. Some of the 
girls will be paying on their fur coats 
for three or four years. By such 
reckless extravagance as this the 
prices of luxuries are made to soar 
and to some extent the prices of ne- 
cessities. 

If these girls had been more con- 
siderate in their spending, and had 
thereby saved part of their income 
and placed it in such securities as 
War Savings Stamps or Treasury 
Savings Certificates, it would not 
only help them, but it would tend to 
reduce the present high cost of liv- 
ing in this country. 

Leading financiers have brought 
out the fact that if the present eco- 
nomic crisis this country is now pass- 
ing through is to be shortened in 
duration, the people must be more 
thrifty in their everyday living. 


WISE SPENDING AS FOUNDATION. 
(By Secretary of Treasury Glass.) 
Wise spending is the foundation of 

intelligent saving. We must spend to 
live, just’-as we must: work to earn; 
If we spend foolishly, we get less for 
our work, have less to save and lesg 
to spend in the future. Wise spending 
means that we think before we spend, 
but we wisely hold some money for 
tomorrow or next month or next 
year or for unforeseen emergencies.

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MEXICO’S MANY “LOST” MINES 


Operators and Prospectors Driven 
From Their Work by Threats and 
Depredations of Yaquis. 

Many of the lost mines of Mexico 
were the result of depredations of the 
Yaqui Indians. They killed or drove 
prospectors from the country and ob- 
literated marks of the workings. Thus 
many mines, with great possibilities, 
were lost. 

One of the mines of the Estrella 
del Norte Mining company was lost 
for many years. The only clue to its 
location was found on an old Jesuit 
map, which said it could be seen by 
looking from a church door, The 
church was found and the land dug 
up as far as could be seen from the 
door, but no trace of the mine was 
found. Later, after the search was 
discontinued, a wall that had been 
built at a date Jater than the map, 
fell down ang exposed another door. 
Men with field glasses, looking from 
this door, discovered the old mine. 

Many of the churches of Mexico 
that cause the world to wonder, be- 
cause of their architecture and price- 
less ornaments, owe their existence to 
mines. The Baroyeca church, built in 
1792, was built from the wealth de- 
rived from the Mina Grande mine, in 
Baroyeca mountain. Prior to 1850 the 
walls were lined with sheets of pure 
silver from the mine. The candela- 
bra, the altar rails and other parts of 
the sanctuary were of silver, and the 
altar vessels were of pure gold. 


GROWTH OF HOSPITAL IDEA 


Value of Such Institutions in American 
Eyes Is Shown by Their As- 
tounding Growth. 

Figures in a recent official report to 
the United States department of la- 
bor show the astounding growth of the 
hospital idea in this country during 
the last half-century. In 1873—less 
than 50 years ago—there were in the 
United States only 149. hospitals; to- 
day there are nearly 9,100—an_ in- 
crease of nearly 6,000 per cent in the 
number of institutions. In 1873 the 
total capacity of the then-existing hos- 
pitals was 85,453; today the hospitals 
of the country have a total capacity 
of approximately 869,000 beds—an in- 
crease of over 1,000..per...cent....The 
amount of money at present invested 
{n these institutions 1s roughly esti- 
mated at nearly $2,000,000,000; the an- 
nual expediture for supplies, equip- 
ment, upkeep and new construction is 
said to be about $750,000,000. . 

There is much that Is gratifying in 
these enormous totals, says,an editori- 
al in the Modern Hospital. Certain- 
ly, no stronger testimony could be ad- 
duced to show that the people of the 
United States are thoroughly convert- 
ed to the hospital idea, and do not 
mean to be deprived of the benefits of 
hospital care. 


Paper Has But One Subscriber. 

It has been the inflexible custom In 
the imperial family of Japan, says a 
writer in East and West News, to 
withhold all newspapers and maga- 
zines from its members until they at- 
tain their eighteenth year, but the 
rule was waived in the case of Hiro- 
hito, the present crown prince.
